great Ikill and abilities were rcquifile ; and 
ihuiigli, liy the univerfa! voice of iiiLiuktmi, Cap* 
uiii CiHjk WHK the belt qualified, no one could 
prcliitni- to iblicit him on the fnbjcfl. The fcT- 
vices liE had alre.idy rendered tn hU coiintrv. ihe 
l.iboiirs he had lullaiBcd, and the d.-iagers he had 
iitciuiniprtd, wt-nr to many and fo various, that 
it wai deemed not reaibnable to defire hira to 
engage Jii frelh perils. 

Ai nil lioiiouv.ible lefiimonj', however, to hit 
merit and kiiowk-d^e, it was relblved to alk bU 
sdviee rdiifCtiiig the moll proper perfon to he 
aitrullcd uilh the eondui't of tJiis voyage ; and 
to ilriitTminr this point, fome of the moii difliu- 
guirtii-d ii.iv.il cliaraftera were invited lo meet 
Ciipliiii Crw.k nl liie houfe of Lord Saiid'vicli, 
will) ihcii prelidcd over the Board of Admi- 
ralty. 

Willie ihp conicrfation became animated on 
the fiibjeel, Couk'i roind wai fired with the mag- 
iiiliide of the deiign, and the cuofcqiiencea Hkelj 
to refult from il. He fuddeiily (laned up, under 
the iiiipcelficm nf ^ noble eiiihun.ilhi. and offered 
Ills bell ferviccs to dircfl the imporlsnt objctlt 
in view. Ku propot'il could have been miirfl 
gmlcfui. Capli)in Cook was immediately iiucti- 
cd »iih the comnmiid.

Bcfiiies ibefc, the caplain was furniJlied witfc 
a quantity of garden freda, and the Board of 
Admiralty added fuch artidps of commeice as 
were moll: likely to promote a friendly iiitet- 
courfe with the natives of ibe other beinir|>ben^ 
and induce thciu to open a tratlic with the Eng* 
tilh. 

Omai, who has been mentioned in the preced- 
ing voyage, w:is likewil'e to lie tarried back ID 
his native country. It leems he left hi* friend* 
in London with a inixtnre of regret snd riiisfdtvf 
tion. When he reflected on llie kiiidnffiVs hd 
bad rece-Lved, he coitld not rrfraio from tiMw : 
but the plealiog idel of revifiiin^ hi* original 
connexions, (mm made his rye? fpsrklc with joyv 

As the original lovage, fioin whicli our hlfii>- 
rjcal acooiinl is aliliratled, is written in the 
wordiiof Captain Co<>k, lill hi; lamented death, 
and afterwards in Ihofe of Captain King, who 
publilhcd the whole, wc have, for many llranji 
reafons, ptcferted giving the narrative in I* 
lame pcrl'on, with occafiooa! remarks ; and m 
trult our readers will fee ihc propriety and ad 
vantage of our determination in this refped. 
Some geticral dcfcriptiuin are ftiniillied by Mrt 
Anderlbn, the fiirgeon of ihc Hcfolution. a inai 
t\i dillinguilhed abilities ; and to whofc taI<D 
Caplain Cook aeknowlcdges himfelf much i» 
dcbteO fornjany inierefiing pans ot his voy; 

Contrary winds, and oiher circumftaii 
liltlc fontcqiiencc, prevented the fliipi froro 
ing the Channel till the 14th of July 1776- 
boitrd both vellels were one huoilred and ninety 
twoperfuns, officers iududcd. Nothing materi; 
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happened lilt (he 1(1 of Aogulh when wv arriv- 
ed titFTtneriftc, one of the Canaries, wbsre fc- 
vcral of ihe gontletucii landed. Il ia (aid. that 
nonr of tlie abni iginnl inhnliirants reirain iicrr nt 
a ditlinfl people ; but llnl ihc produce <if iheir 
iotermnrriages witli tlie S]!iininriJ!i may Hill be 
iraced in a ftrong and nmlcular race, dilijcrieil 
over the iflands. 

On the 4t!i, wc weighed anchor and proteedrd 
on otir voyage. Ai nme o'd/wV in the cvcnirrg' 
erf the 10(b, we faw tiie Ilbnd of Bon.T.Ifta, 
hearing lonth, diHant lillle more than a leaeiie : 
Ihni'gli, at lliis time, we ihoughl oiirlelvc? m-irh 
ftrifier off; but thi^ proved a mifl.ike. For, 
after hauling to thr esrt«ard till twelve n'ciockj 
(o clear the fiitiken rnck? Hint lie ahoui a lengitc 
froiTi the fouth-eiift point of the ifbnit, wc ftnind 
oatlVlvCi, al that time, clofe upon l!ii m, lind did 
btil iiift^«rai)ier ihe bre:ikers. Our limallon; 
(or a few niinules, was yery alarming. I nid 
not chiifc to fonnd, as that might have liirighlen- 
«I the danger, without any poffibilily of lelTen- 
itlg il. 

We bad. for fume daya preceding thefilhof 
OAuber, feen nlbarrolles, pintadoeg, and uiher 
petereJe ; and now we faw three penguins, whlrli 
eceaGoned ns lo found ; btit we fonnd no grunnd 
with a line of one hundred and fiftv fathoms. 

On the 6(!i. in the evening, one of Ihofe bitds, 
«'l>i(-h fiiilors call nodJie*, fettled on our rigging, 
flfi ' I-; -'light. It was foniethiiig larger than 
a l.lackbird, and neatly a- hlnck, irxcept 

tlir uj-pi-i pHit of the he.id, which was white, 
lunkiiig a* if it were powdered ; ihe white ft fea- 
tkers grr.wii'S out from the hale of ihe ttpper 
Wl, trtim which liic/ gr.iil ually alVumti a AwiVejt 
£ 3 v^^ 
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colour, to about the middle cf the upper part of 
the neck, where the white fliadc was lofi in tliB 
black, witbuut being divided by aay line. It 
was web-footeJ, bad bl;ick Ifgs, and a long black. 
bill. It is faid, thcfe birds never fly far iVoia 
land. We kuew of none neater ihe flaii.oji wc 
vcre in, than Cough's or Rtchmcnd'a ll]jnd, 
from which our diftauce could not be Iclf ib.ia 
one hundred leagues. But it muft be obferi'cdt 
that the Atlannc Ocean, to the I'uuihwatJ nf 
this latitude, has been but little Iruqucnttd ; fo 
that ibere may be more iilands ihtre llun wc am 
acquainted with. 

Od the 18th of Oflober, we arrived at th» 
Cape of Good Hope, aud found in the Iwy two 
Prench EaR India fhips; the one ouiVKard, and 
the other homeward bound. And two or three 
daji before our arrival, another homeward bound 
ILlp, of the fame nation, had parted from her 
cable, and been driven on fhure at the head of 
the bay, wliere fbe was lofl. The crew wera 
laved i but the greateft part of the cargo fliared 
the fame fate with (he Ihip, or was plundered 
and ftolcn by the inhabitants. This is the ac- 
count the French officers gave mc ; and tba 
Dutch themfelves could not deuy the faints. But* 
by w.iy of ejtcufing thcmfclvca from being g'liliy 
of a crime difgraceful to every civilized ftata, 
they endeavoured to lay the whole bl.imi: on tho 
French captain, for not applying in tirac tor a 
piaid. 

As foon as wc had faloEcdi I went on (boM, 
accompanied by fomeof my officers, and waited on 
the gnvernor, the lieutenant governor, the fifcal, 
and the commander of the troops. Thefe genil*- 
mea rcccivei mc with the grcaieft civiljiy ; and 
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overnor, in particular, |)rotDifed mc every af- 
cc lliat ihe place afforded. At the (aitic time, 
fiiDcd bis leave to let up our oblrrvalory ; 
;h trnis for thefailmakeirsiind ci>o|>tfrB ; hikI 
ng the c3ltlr on fliorp, to graze near our eii- 
uriil, Before I returiiEd on hoard, I or- 
foti bread, fr::lli tneiJt, and greens, lo be 
icd, e»ery day, for ti:e (hip's coinpaay. 
Iiitig remarkable h.ippened till iJic evf'iilng 
! 311i, when it begiiii to blow enceliivcly 
t fouth-rall, and continued for thrt'P days j 
I w liich time there was no communiciilion 
11 ihfi fliipand Uie (liore. The Refolnlioii 
ic iiiily ihip in the bay that rode out tlic 
iviihout dragging her ftuclnTs. We I'elt 
efts as fenfibl)' on fliore. Out tents and 
'atory were torn lu pieces ; anil our aftro- 
:a! quadrant narrowly efcaped irreparaWe 
[e, On the 3d of November the llorm 
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hnving been detained fome 
afier the Refulmioii. did not 
here till Ihe loth. Capiiiin Ckrke iti- 
A me, th.it be iiad lailed from Plynjoutli on 
lof Aiigott, and (Uould hai-e been with us 
week Iboner, if tbe lale gale of wind had 
own hiin off tlie coalf." Upon liic whole, 
■i ffveii day^ longer In his palfagc from 
od than we had been. He. had the inisfor- 
t of Lis luarines, by falling ovcr- 
e liad been no other tnortali^ 
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one of tlip pHTty, gai-e me the following rel^ttloB 

at ilicir pt(i«c dings : 

" On Ihc lOtl], ill liie forenoon, I fel onl ID t 
ivaggon, w illi five motr, lo t;ike a view of fome 
p:itt ot" ilie country. We cruired the large pbia 
that lies to the eartward of ilie to«ti, wliidi i» 
eciirely a wiiiie liind, lik^ iliat commonly found 
on lieiichcs, iind producr.s ooly hfath, and OlliCT 
fmaU pl3Lils of various foris. Af livi*. in llii" ai- 
tcrLioon "e (';tired a large farra-houie, mih lotns 
corn -ti'-l lis. nnii prettv coiifidciahle vineyards, £• 
tupled bcyotid the plain, near the foot ot (i:m6 
low )iil!<, where tiie foil becotnes worth culliiral- 
ing. Bfiwcen fis and feven we arrived ot Siel" 
lenbolii, I he eolou}- next to thai of the Cape for 
ils import:iiii'e. 

The vill;ige Hock not confilt of morf thnn iltirlf 
hoiifen, and ftatids at the foot of the range of 
lofty mnniitains, ahove twenty miles to ihe ciift- 
W.ird of ihe Cape Town. The honfes are neat ; 
and, with the ailvsntage of a rivulet which run« 
near, and the ihcltcr of fomc large oaks, planted 
at its lirfl fettling, furms a nirai profpeS in thi« 
dcfert country. There are fome vineyardi and 
orchards, which, from Ihcir thtivinf; .ippearancf, 
indicate an excellent foil i though, perhaps, 
owe iniicli to climate, as [he air has an ud 
mon fc renity. 

I employed ihe next day in fesrching forpl. 
and infrflo, but had liltle fiicccfs, Few p' 
are in flower here at thi^ fcafoii. nnd iiifeLl-i 
fcarcc. I examined the luil in leverjl pi 
and found it lo C'jnfiit of yelIo\t-ilh clay, mi 
with a good deal of fand. 

We left Slellenholli next tnominjj, and arrii 
ei at tbe IiduCc wc Uad pa^ed on Saturday t tl 
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cwncr, Mr. Cloeder, had ff^nt va nn invitation to 
vifit him. This gentleman entertained us with 
llie gfi'Steft luifpilnlily. He reciiied on Witlx 
iJir, and a band oll'o jilayrd whil'. wc were at 
ftiwr; wiiich, conlidrring ihe litnatitin cf the 
ace, niiglit be reckoned elegant, llf iliewed 
us hi.'- wine-cellars, orrli.iri.l<, i'nd vinry;irds, nil 
which iiil'piipd nif^ with a wifli, to kniiw liow 
thflc iiidultHous people coald create I'lith plenty, 
wlicie, 1 believe, nontlicr Euroiiean nation would 
lave a(tf n-pied TO I'ettle.

They received every prefent we made tO^H 
without the leall appearance of fatisfa^a 
When fome bread was given, as foon as ihey uj 
deriiood tlial it was to be eaten, they eilbcr r 
turned it or ihrtw it away, wiiliout even la&li 
it, They aU" rel'ufVd fooie eh^phant filb, tw 
raw and drelied, which we. offered to tltci 
But ujion giving them fume birds, ihcy did a 
return ihcfc, and caiily made us comprehend lb 
they were fond of futli food. 1 had brought f 
pigs alLore, with a view to icavc them in 
wiKids. The inliant ihel'e came witliin i\ 
reach, they feized them as a doij would h 
done, by the ijars, and were for cariying tl 
oft'innncdiately, with no other intention, 
could perceive, but to kill them. _ 

Being delirius of knowing the nlc of the ' 
wbicb one of our viliters carried in his banJ 
made figns to them to Ihew me ; and lo far 1 
ccedcd, that one of them fcl up a piece of w.

alanned them (a much, that notwith lb tilling 
all we could do or lay, they ran iiiliaiitl)' into 
iht: woods. 

Thua ended our firft intervirw wilh the na- 
tive?. Immediately after tiieir final retreat, I 
ordered "ihe two pigs, being a boar aiid a low, to 
btL-arried ubout a mile within the woods, at the 
head of ibe bay, J law them kit there, by the 
tide ufa iVefh water brook. A young bull und a 
ciiiv, and fome llieep and goats, were alfo, at 
lirft, intended to have been left by me, as an ad- 
iJiiioiial prelent to Van Diemen's Land. But I 
loon laid allde all ihoiight of this, from a pcrfua- 
lion lliat the natives, incapLible of eolering into 
my ffiew'B of improving their country, would de- 
(troy them. 

Tlie morning of the 29th we had a dead calm, 
irhieh coniin\ied alldaj.and effectually pre veoi- 
td our failing. 1 therefore fent a party over to 
the eaft point of the bay to cut grafs, andanoilicr 
to cut wtiud. I accompanied the latter. We 
bid ohlVrvcd feveral of the natives, this roorn- 
iog, faunining along the ihore, which aiTured 
lu. tliflt though tbetr contiernation had made 
Uwm Icflfc us fo abruptly the day before, they 
•ere convinced that we intended them no mif- 
dtiefi and were delirous of renewing the iutcr- 
courfe. It was natural that I Ihould wilh to be

His laii< 
gunge appeared 10 me, to he different from that 
I'poken by (he inliabiiam^ of the more notlbcrn 
pans oi ihis couTitrj', whom I met with in my 
lirl'i voyage; wliii'ii is iioC extriiordinaiy, lince 
thole wt now faw, and thole we tlicu vililcd, 
differ in mjiiy otlicr rcl'pefls. 

boiiieofour prefciit group wore, lool'e, round 
thdir ncfks, three or four lolds of IniHll cord, 
made of the fur of Ionic animal; and otJicr« of 
ihem had a narrow flip of tbc kangooroo ikin tied 
round thtir ankles. J gave to eath of them a 
firing of beads and a inmlai, whiih I thought 
they [cceivfd with fdiie I'aiisfattion. Tlicy 
teemed to fct uo value on irui), or on iron tools. 
They were even ignorant of the ul'e of filli-liooks, 
if,we might Judge fioin ihdr nMnner of looking 
8t fume oJ ours, whirh welhcwcd to ihcm; tlioinjb 
it iiicerlaiii ihct- derive no inconfijrrable pari of 
Iheir fubltiii'ncc horn flii^ lea. Wc faw, hoW' 
ever, no vellel in whicli ilicy could go on tlia 
water. Their habk^iiions were little Hieiiu ia 
boveli built of Iticks, iind covered wiili bark. 

After linying iibout an hour with ihc woodiog 
party and tijc iuii\e», I went ovtT to thegrafs- 
cutters. Having fecn the boats lo.ided, I return* 
cd on board lo dinntr ; iviiere, ['.jine lime aiter. 
Lieutenant King aniv-d. 

irom him 1 kami, that I had but juft left the 
flioie, when feveral women and cliiMrrn made 
their Hppcnrance. 'I'hel'e fi^males wore a kaa^ 
gooroo ikin tied over ihe ihouldtrs, and toi ~ 
the waill. Bui iui only ufcfccmul lu he, to 
■J 
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port ihdr diildrea when carried on tliHr backs j 
for it did not cover thnfe parts which mnll na- 
tions onceol i being in :iil niher relpeifts, as nak- 
ed as the men, and js bl.ick, and iheir biidics 
latiHicd in the fame manner. But in this they 
dillcred (uitn the men, that though their hair 
was of tije f^triir colour, fome of them had thoir 
heiids crimplcieiy fliorn j in orheri this operation 
had been perfovnird oolyon one tide, while the reft 
cl'theiii h;id all ihc npper part of the head (liorn 
dofe, leaving a circle of hair all round, fonie- 
what like the toiiliiri; of ihc RomiHi ecciefialtics. 
Many of the children h-id line features, and were 
thought pretty; but of the perfoos of the wo- 
men, efpecially thofe :id\Mnced in years, a Icfi 
favounble report was made. 

Mr, Aiideifoi), with hi* ufual diligence, fpent 
llip {vw days we remained in Adventure Bay, in 
examining the country. His account ofilina- 
taral produiftiong, with « liich he favoured me, 
will mo.'c than compenf.ne for my filenee about 
them : and fome of his reitiarka on the inh.tbit- 
anii, will fupply what I may have omitted or 
itprcfcntcd impettVftly. 

Thi: cinlyanim.il of (he quadruped kind wc 
gni, was a fort of opolfum, about twice the file 
Mf a l.irge rat. It is of a dulky colour above, 
linatd with a brown or rufiy eaft, and wiiicifh 
Mow, About a ihtrd of the tail to'.varda it« 
tip, h white, and bare underneath, by u'hieh 
h ptob^bly hangs on the branches ui irec3, 
n il dirabs thefe, and lives on hemes. 
TTie kangooroo, anoiher animal found farther 
northward in New Holland, without iloubt alfo 
inhibiit here, as the natives we met wiili had 
lome pieces of their (kins ; and wc tciwaX wwifci 
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faw animal, though indifiin&Iy, nin 
ihickEi-s when we walked in the woods, 
Hrom the fizc, cnuld be no other. 

Three arc fci'eral forts of birds, bnl 
ft-arce and ihy, that tliev are evidenilv h 
by ilie natives, who, pethnps draw miii-h tk 
fubfitlfuce from tli"ni. In the woods, ih 
cipul forts are large brown hawks or < 
crows, ncirly the lame as nurs in Engl:iocJ ' 
lowifh p:irrQ<iucl'; and large pigeons. 7. 
art Ml three or four fmall bird*, one of wh 
is of the thrulh kind.

Nest in number, and luper 
in gooilncfs, to the Hepbant fifli, was a fort, na 
of us rei-oll'-fted to have fccn before. It riaiuh 
of the nnliire both of a round and of a flat & 
fcaving the ryes placed very near each ntlier; 
fcnc pan ufthe. bodv very iniich flatttned or 
plWfpd, and \lw. rcli rnunded. It is of a bruwu 
ianJv toliwr, with nifty fpnts on i1]enpper|ii 
Siol below. From the (piantiiy of flimt it ■ 
alw^rs coF'Ted with, it frems to live after 
tnanarr nf flat fifli, at the bottom. 

Vynn the rorkv ai-e plenty of tnufdes, and ft 
other I'miill llieU-fiih. I'ht^re are alfo gieal m

quanlilics of TpoMg-p ; mir f'lrl nf which, ihat is 
ifjrown in liuirr Uy the li*^. but not very tom- 
mon, bas :i innft ddicatp icKtnrr. 

Infcds, ihoiigh liot r. 11 Til e roil H, arc here io con- 
fiilpMble warit-ty. Among ihem are (;rafshop- 
prr», bulterriii-s. and fevrral Itirts of fniail motlis, 
^nely variegated. There are two forts of Hra- 
piiji-fiies, gad-flics, campl-flies, feveryl forts of 
Ipiilci"^ J and Ibtne fcnrpicms^ hut the lat^ are 
taiher rarr. The moft troiibleloine, though not 
very numerous tribe of infects, are the roofqiii- 
tDcs: and a large black ai)t, the pain of wimfo

The inhahllants, whom we met w ith here, had 
lillle of that fierce or wild apixaraiire common to 
pfnplp in iheir fituation ; hut, on the cciulrary, 
frciricd mild and cheerful, without referve or 
jrjlimry of ftrangcrs. Tiiis. however, may arife 
from iheir having liltlc to loCe or care foi'.

S,iiii:<;, ulmoli foretold in tlitir fu'rce demeanour, 
kirtid, ciu^l, and difgraccful to human nature; 
V'hich is, catling in pieces, even before being 
pL-rteCtly dfrtd, the bodies of their enennes, anO, 
»ftcr d]-eliing them on a fire, devouring the fltlh, 
Dot only without tcladance, but with peculiar 
iatisfdiHion. 

On the 2Sth of February we failed from New 
'Kcilaiid. and had no fooncr lolt light of the laud, 
ibin our two young adventurers repented heartj- 
ll of the llep they had taken. Ail the foothing 
mcourBgement we could think of, availed but 
little. They wept both in public and privatci 
Ml) made ihrir lamentations ia a kind of fung, 
which was exprcflive of their pralfes of their 
cuuntry. Thus they coniinued tor many days;

friends were furgoi, and they uppeared to be as

On approaching the fhore, we could per 
with out glaffcs that feveral of the natives 
nrmed with long fpears and clubs, wbich 
brandilhed in the air with iigrs ot ihrc-atci 
or, as Ibine on boavrf interpreted iheir atUt 
with invitations to land. Molt of tliem appt 
naked, except having a fort of girdle, w 
being brought ap batween the thighs, co^^T 
that part of the body. But fomc tif iheiT\

They were of a taw^ 
cc4eur, aird ot' a middling Aature. 

At this time a firtall caooe was launched in ■ 
great hurry from the farther end of the beach) 
and putting off with two noen, paddled tou'ardl 
■ns, when I brought to. They (lopped (liort, baw- 
ever, as if afraid to approach, until Omat, vbil 
addreifed them in the Olaheitean language. Il 
fome meafure quieted theirapprehcnfions. Tlw) 
then came hebt enough to take fomc beads m 
nails, which were (itd to a piece 0/ wood, 
thrown into the caiios. Omai, perhaps i 
perly, put »lic (jueftion to them, whether 
ever eat human fleih ? which they anlwcri 
the negative, with a minure of imiignaiion 
abhorrence. One of llieni, whine liaiiic 
Uourooa, being alkeri how he came by a fcur of 
bis foreliead. told u.; that it was the cunfeqncfiee 
i*f a mmitd he h;id got in fighting with tht pro- 
pie of an ilbitd. w hidi hei 10 the uortli enllwjinl, 
tih» fi-iiiciiuK: ti.iiiie to iii;adc thcut. I'hc^- af-

They had on a "kind of laiidals, 
ic "jf a grafTv Aibftanoe inttn-woveM; and, att 
rupi>(jfeil, inl'',nded lodefend their feci ag:iinft 
rrnigh corai ^iktV. Their beard? were long, 

ihe iriliite of llicir arms, from the (hoiilder lA 
elbttw. and loine other parts, were punfturcd 
atoDc^d, iifier the manner of the iuhabilatkts of 
oft all ibc other iflands in the South Sea. Th 
f uf thcif caps was flit to fuch a lengrtr, th: 
of tbrm fttick there a knife and fame beads> 
ch he had received from us; and the fams 
"on lind iwopolillied pearl (hells, and a biincb. 
luman han, loofely twi^e^, hanging about hi« 
ki whidi was the only ornament we oblerved* 
* ninee they came in was not above ten feet 
5. and very narrow; but both ftrong and neat- 
oitdc. they paddled either enij of it forw. 
itrefeslly. 

RTOJW ttood off and on.; and as foon as (he 
Bcir ia a propej flation, I ordered two 
ci loDUd the eoall, and to endeavour to find 
i£ place.

their good-will. I bad no foonrr put

and 'n-ithoui a moment'i hefilation. 

Omai, \iho w.is with me, wasordcrcit 
quire of him whure we could land; anrf 
refled U3 to tivo diffirem places. But I 
M'ith TPgret, that the attempt could not be 
at eithiT place, unit 1-. at the rilk of havin 
boats filled villi watr.r, or-eveii llaved to J 
Nor we'e ^ve more fortunate in our fe 
anchoraj;e; for we could find no 
vithin t cable's lengih of the breakers. 

Whilcwewere thus employed in recontit 
the fliore, great nitnibers of the natives thi 
down upon ilic reef, all armed. Mourooa 
was now in my boat, prob.^blv thinking th 
warlike appearance hindered U3 from lai 
ordered Ihcm to retire back. As many ol 
complied, 1 judged he muft lie a perfon oi 
eonfequence among them. Indeed, if wei 
flood him right, he was the king's brotfae 
great was the curlolity of feveral of then 
they look to the water, and fwimniing off 
boats, came on board them without tcferve. 
wc.fiiund it difficult to keep them out; ai 
more difficult to prevent them carrj-ing ofi 
thing they could lay ihr.ir hands upon 
length, whrn ihey pcrreived that we werei 
ing to the ihips.they all left iis.exceplotirj 
vi^Icr Mourooa.

His curiolity now overcoming his fear,

It was not long al'ler. when 
of the canoes carae abng-lidi; of ilie Refolu 
each cooduSed by one man. Tbey arc luiif 
narrow, and fiipponcd by outrigsers. .I gg -^ 
knives, beads, and olbcr trifles, *ere convey^^-J 
our vifilen ; and tlicy gave ns a few totoa-^^*^ 
upon our alking for tiieni. But ihcy did noi ^^ 
■with them bv way of esfhange for what t^^ 
liod leceivetl from U9. I'V ihcy feenied to fian-' 
no idea of b:iriering; nor (lid ibry appear tocliu; 
mate any of our prelenls at a higli rate. 

Willi !< liltle perfualioQ, one of them ca 
boardi snd liie rtlitr iwo, encouraged by bit 
ample, fooii fiillowed him. Their whole behfl' 
viour marked that they were quite at their eafr. 

After their departure, another canoe arrivedi 
conducted by a man who brought a bunch ol 
pl.intalns at a prefeiit to me; alking for roe bj 
name, having le-irnt it from Oiiiai, who wm 
fent before us in a boat, with Mr. Gore. Jn n>* 
turn for this civility, 1 gave him ari axe and S 
piece of red clotii ; and he paddled back to ibo 
iliore well faii-tied, 1 afterward underfiood iVoft 
Oinai, that this prefeni had been fcnt from tlw 
king, Of principal chief of the ifland. ■. , 

Not long after a double canoe, in which vers' 
twelve mtii, came towards ils, A» lliey drew 
near the lliipi they recited fome words in conct^t, 
Iiy way of chorus, one of their nornljer firft ftand- 
tng lip, and giving the word before each re|)eii. 
tton. When they had finiflied their folems 
chant, thry Cdme along-llde, and aikcd for >ho 
chief As foon as I fliewcd myftlf, a pig and 
lew CDCoa-nutB were conveyed tip into the 
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and the pnncin,il pcribn in the canoe made me an 
adHitinnal ptelctitof a piece of malting. 

Our vifiiers wt-re cciidafted into the cabin, anc 
to other parti of tlie (liip. Some objefts fccmM 
lo ^rikc them « ith a diigrce of furprifc; bui no- 
thing fixed their aiteiilion for a monieot. Tliey, 
Were afraid to come near the cows and horfcs ; 
Dor did they form the leaft toticention of thcii; 
QnUiie. tint the iheep and goau ilid not furpafs 
i limits of their ideas; for ihcy gave us to uii- 
rltand, tliat they kiitw ihem lo be bird?. I 
ade a prefeiit to my new frieudj of what I 

nght might be molt acceptable lo him; hut, 

fin bis going away, he feemed rather difappoirUed 

tti^n pk-afed. I afterwards onJerftood that he was 

-firous of obtaining adog, of which animal 

1 i tnd could not faoall. 

'itK- people in thefc canoes were in general of 

3 iiiiliUingfize, andnotunliki: thofcoI'Mangeea; 

I; feveral were of a blacker caft than any 

. A- there. Their featvirci were various, and 

lonwMjf the yonng men rather handfomc. Like 

tbi>re of Maogeea, ihey had girdles of glazed 

dotb, or fine, matting, the ends of which, being 

Uungbt betwitt their thighs, covered the adjoiii- 

^H uirts. Ornamenij, compcfed of a fort of 

^Kaa brats, llaiued with red, and lli'uiig with 

Hpries of tlie night-JIiade, were worn about their 

ffelu. Their eara were bored, but not flit; and 

Ihey wcj"e pun rt lire d upon their legs, from the 

Umb to the heel, which made them appear as if 

^By vrorea kind of boots. Their behavionr was 

ffiink atid cheerful, with a great deal of good- 

biture. 

&out) after dav-breslt, we obferved fome catvQWi 
I CDinii)5 off lo the Jliij-'s, and one of \\ii;i,ft itic&E.? 
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He alfo wa:i fitting, aud adorned with 
tbers; andafter faluling himaa wehad 
olhcrs, he defired us both to lit down. 

In a few mLnules, we law, at a fmall 
about 1 went j young women, ornamented as fl 
chiefs, with red fealbers, engaged in a dint; 
which they performed to a flow and feriousal 
fang by them all. We got up, and went forwal 
to fee ihem ; and Ihoagh we maft have bo 
ftrangeobjfifts to them, tliey continued tlieirdaii 
wilbont paying the Icaft attention to lis. Tht 
fiwtionFiaiidfong were performed in exaS coned 
in general, tbey were rather flout than llendl 
with binck hair flowing in ringlets down the ncc 
and of an olive comple ion. Their eyes were 
deep black, and each countenance exprelfed a 
(jrecof complacei>cy and m'jdefiy, peculiar to 
lex in every part of ibc world ; but perhaps md 
confpicuous here, where Nature pri^lentcd ■ 
with her produftinn? in the fullcfl perfcflid 
uobiaifcd ill fentiment by cuftoiu, or unrclliuilj 
in manlier by art. 

The native* now ftsemcd to lake fotnc pniai 
fcparate ui from each other ; every one of j 
Itaving hia circle, to furromvl and gaxe at hid 
and when I told the chief with whom I fat, ll) 
J wanted to fpeafc to Omai, he pcretnptorily I 
fufed my reqtieft. At (he fame time, I fouj 
the people began to fteal feveral trifling thia 
wliiih I had Jn my pockrt-, and when i took tj 
liberlv of caraplaininK to the chief of tiiii IreJ 
njcnt, b? jufiititd it. From thefe circumBanc) 
1 flow etitertaiiicd apprehcnfions, thai they roi^ 
have fiirnied the defign cf detaining us 
*bciii. 
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Mf. Burnej happening to come to the place 
iherc I was, 1 mentioned my fufpicioiw to him j 
lid, to put it to the teft, wlieilier thcj' were viell 
ILiaded, we nttem^ted to get to ilie btiach. BuCJ 
« were ftopped, when about halt" way, by fomc 
len who told us, that we muft go baek to tlie' 
ace which we hiid lel'l. On coming up, we 
lund Omai entertaining tjie fame apprehenlions. i 
ai he had, a he fancied, an additional real'oD' 
t bcang afraid ; for he had obferved, that ihcy 
|d dug a hole in the ground for an ovtn, ifhich 
rv were now heating ; and he could allign roi 
her reaftxi for this, than that tliey meant t»j 
itA, and rut ua, as is pradifed by die inhabit^

hi^ maoncr we were detained the greatefi 
f the day, being Ibmptiracs together anc 
inetitnes feparatul, but always in a crowd; 
lO, not l^llstiett with gazing at os, frequenilj 
Ifired i» to uncover parts of our Ikin ; the ligli( 
La^cb conimoaly produced a general murmu 
^HtiraiioD. 
I^^n our urging the bulinels we came upon, 

Iauc lis lo underfland, that we mutt ftay and 
(h (hem ; and a pig which we faw, focn 
Jying near the oven, which chey had pre- 
aiid healed, removed Omai's appreljcnliona 
'being put inioit hinifelf ; and made us think it 
ighl be intended for our repalt, A piece of the 
hug (hat had been dreffed, was fet before 
■bich we were defired [o eat. Our appe 
wever, had failed, from the fatigue oi iha 
.nd thuiigli we did eat n little lo plcaft 
I waa without tatisfaition lo ourfelves. 
ing now,ncar fun-fet, wc told them \l -^ai 
to g o OB board. This tUey aWovic^-, ani 
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ent dovvn lo ihe bcacb the remain 
^Ctual* ili.il had been dreffed, lo be ci 
ii to tbc Ihips. They put U9 on boari] 
i^ith the cocoa-nuts, plantains, and o 
EoD^. wbich they had brought; and w 
lie l]u]K. verj' well [ilenled that we had 
out of the hands ot' our troublefotne m 

RWc regretted niucli, that our rellrai 
lou gave us fo Utile opportunity ot'r 
fcri-ations on the country, I'or, i 
I'huk (by, we wrie leldoio a hundred 
he pbce where we were iniroduci 
clneft, on landing -, and, conletiuenily, 
lined (o ilic iumronding objefls. The

the wige nicely icollopcd, and tlie wimlc neatly 
pullHird. 

Whni ibc foil of die ifland may be, fsrilier in- 
land, we could not tell. But, tuward the fca, it 
is nothing more than a bank of loral, ten or 
twelve feet high, fleep, and nigged; except wliere 
ihere are fmall latidy bfaclii>, at Ionic clrt'ts 
»ticrc the aCtent is gradual. The reef or rock, 
Ibai lines the fliore entirely, runs to differcui 
breadiliB into llie Tea, where it end?, all ,it ontc, 
ind becomes like a high, iieep wail." 

Though the landing of our gentinnen proved 
llie tne»ns of eiirichitig my journal nith thr tbre- 
gning iiarlii:iilai's, the prineipal objtft I liad in 
»icw was. in a great meal'iire, unaltaincd ; for the 
(lay was fpsnt ttithoui getting any one thing from 
llie iQand worth menliuning. The uativci, h>Jw- 
fvcr. wcTL' gratified witli a hght they never before 
hdd i and, probably, will never have again. And 
nirrc curiolity li-ems to hnvc been tlie chief nio- 
titc Jot keeping the gcnileraeit under fiich re- 
finiiiit, and lor iiling every art to pruloug tlieir 
wniimtance aniongli theoi. 

Oinai was Mr. Gore's ititerpreter ; but that was 
not the only fcrvice he performed this daj'. He 
was ,itked, by the natives, a great many quetUoiie 
coiicc-rning iis; and according to llie acuount he 
^avp nie, his anfvvers were not a little upon the 
iHsnellous. As, for inftancc, he told them, that 
oiu fiiiintiY had (hips as large as their iiland; on 
liifcird wliich were inllruineiitsof war, of fiich di- 
Dirnlions, that fevcral people might lit within 
I'lim; and that one of them was iv\ffvc\tv\V\Ki

canoe at Otaheite, to crofs over to the neigjil 

ing ifland, llliela. Aviolent contrary wind ar 

they could neither reach the latter, nor gtt 

to the former. Their intended paOags U^. 

Tcry Ihort oae, thctr ftock of proiilion* ' 
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It, and foon exbaufted. The liardHiips they fuf- 
faed, while driven along by the (lorm, a:e not to 
be Mficcived. Tbey paifed many days wiihout 
(nficnaiicc. Their numbers gradually diminifli- 
ed, worn out by famine and fatigue. Four only 
funived, when the caoiw overlcl. However, 
thcv kept hanging by the fide irf' the vcirej, till 
Prnvidentc brought' thsm in li^bl of ihe people 
of this illandi who imraedialrly fent oul c:inoes, 
11)4 brought ihem albore, Of the four, one was 
fince dead. The other thn.e flill living, (poke 
highly .-.f ihe kind trcatmeni they here met with. 
And fo well fattificd u-ere they wiih their fitua- 
tien. that they refufed the oifer made to ihem hy 
our gcntlen^en, at Cttiiai's i tqticli, of giving theia 
Jpatiage on board out (hips, tn rellore them to 
tlieir native ifiands. 

The tsTiding of our gentlemen on this Jftand, 
though ibey failed in the objeft of it, cannot but 
be coafidered as a very fortunate circumftance. 
[t hs« proved, si we have feen, the means of 
bringing to our knowledge a matter of fa&, do* 
only very curious, but very infiruiSive. The ap- 
pticalion of the above njrraiive is obvious. It 
irill fer>c to explain, belter than a thoufand 
eonjefiores of fjieculalivc reafonei-s, how ihe'de- 
isi'h'Ml perls of the earth, and in partirular how 
the ifl.inds of Ihe South Sea^ may have been firfl 
j>led : efpccially ihofe that lie remote from any 
Kbiled continent, or from each othrr. 
ith a gentle breeie at catl, we got up with 

BiKCoo on the 3J ijf April, and I immediatdy 
jiched Mr. Gore, with two boats, to endeavour 

I procure fome food for our cattle. As there 
ncd to be no Inhabitants here to obfowft. <iwt 
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taking nway whatever \vr. might tliink prt^jcr, 
uur bi'.iii no iooinTr reached ihc well (idc of iliB 
iihnd, buL they veaiurcd in, and Mr. Gore aild 
his [lariy goi lafc on lliorc. 

The mpply obtained here, confiileJ of about &. 
huiiilrcd cocoa-nuts for each ibip ; wc alio got for, 
our iMtllc tome grali, and a quantity of the leaves 
and branches of young cocin-trees, and of tlie 
\vh.nT.i tree, as it is call^^d at Otaheite. 

I'hc only birds fci:n licre, were a beautiful cuc- 
koo, ui a cliefiiui hniwn, variegated with black, 
which was llioi.' And upon the lliore, fotne egg- 
biids; a fmall fort of curlew; blue and while 
tcronij and grejt niirobers of noddies. 

One cf our people caught a liwrd, of a mnft 
forbidding afped, though fmail, running up i 
tree ; and many uf another fort were fcen, 1 1 

Though thfii; were, at this timcj no fixed in- 
habitants upon the iQand, indubitable niarlc« r^ 
mained of its being, at IraA, occafionally In;* 

?[uented. In particular, a few empty huts were 
□und. In one of them, Mr, Core left a hate bet , 
and ibnic naib, to the full value of what we l^H 
away. wt 

As foon as the boats were hoifted in, I maaft] 
fail again to the northward. Although Hcrvry'i j 
llland, diicovwed in 17/^'. was not above Gfieenj 
leagues diftant, yet we did not get fight of it till 
day-break in the morning. As wc drew nrar il* 
wc obfcrved feveral canoes put off towards tbs 
fhip». There were from ihrtc to fix men in e3<:l» 
of tbcni. They (lopped at ihc dillancc of nhtrql: 
a lionc's ihrow from the ihip; and it was fnoia i 
time before Omai could prevail upon them to 
come aiong-fidci but no entrcatie* could iiuluca 
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hv of them to venture on board. Indeed, tlidr 
lilcFTderly and clarnoroiis behaviour, by no meatid 
ludic^iifd 3 dilpolilioii [o irullus, or treat us wellS 
tV'e aficrwarcJa learnl, ttiat tJiey had allemptcal 
lo laki- linnc oars out of ihc Difcover)"s boat that' 
by aJOBg-lide, and Arock a mau wbn iMideavour* 
td lo prevent them. They alfotut aw-sy, with 
t (hcli, a Dec wiih meat, which hung over tluifl 
Ihipft ttem, and abfoiulely r^-fufed lo rcfioic itfl 
lliough we afterwards purchafcd it of Ihero. 
Thulc who were about our (hip, behaved in th^ 
Tame daring manner. At the fame time, thcM 
Inimedirtlely fliewed a knowledge of bartering 
pid fold fomc till) thev had fur fmall nails, of 
»hicli they were im moderately fond, and caltt-d 
!bem goore. But they caught, wiili the grcaieft 
iTJdity, bits of paper, or aoy thing elfe that wa 
Ihrown IP them. 
Thefc people feemed to differ as much in pe 
I as ill dtl'pofiiion, from the iiaiiven of Wale 
■though ihe diliancc between the two ifland 
very great. Their colour was of a deep 
and feveral had a tierce, ruggi^d afpeS, 
lenbUng Ihr natives of New Zoaland.

The kin^, who had made h'lr 
happy with forne wiiv iiuJ brandy whict 
brought, flepC in Ihe fame houl'e, as wi 
ral others of the natitet. 

Early next raorLiing, tliey began to 
bowl of kava. Wc had fe^a the drinking 
liquor iomctimts at the other ifl.mds ; bui 
meann fo frnjiicotly as here, where it feeit 
the only forenoon eraployinetit of ihe 
people. The kava is a fpecies of pqip 
they ciiltiv^le for this purpofe, and efteer 
Inablc article. It feldoin grows lo more 
man's hHghl ; it branehes eonliderabty, wil 
hcart-ftijped leaves and jointed flalkg. Tl 
i( the L'Tily p.iri that is ufed.

Some ofliii 
ttoiiy fervarits are then fentj who fall upon him 
ftddenly, and put him to death with a club, or by 
ffeaing him. The kiiig is nest acquainted with 
it, whofe prefcnce, at the folemu riles that fol- 
low, is, as I was told, abloliitcly neceifary ; and, 
iuilcfd, on the prefcni uccafion, we could obferve 
-. liM Otoo bore a principal part. 

It ia mueli to be regretted, that a prafltce, fo 
Writl in its own nature, and I'o deliruttive at 
Itet inviolable right of felf-preft'rvaiion, which 
"etjr OHC is born with, flioulJ be found fttll ex- 
iling. Though we Hiould luppofe that never 
tDft: than one perfon is facriliced on any ilngle 
KriGon at Otaheite, it is more than probable 
I lUi ihefc otxafions happen fo fre<)uently, as to 
flhlkc a Ihockiiig waiie of the human race ; for I 
■Muled no lefs than forty-nine Ikulls of former 
Hdiins, lying before the morai, where we faw 
Hg fnorc aHded to the ntimber. And, as none of 
^■e IkulU had as yet fuifered any ctiofiderable 
^■ige from Ihe weather, it may hence be inferred 
^K no great length of lime had elapled lince 
^Rait this confiderable number of unhappy

Hicy wf.re esceediiigl)' delighted u'ilh Ihele ani- 
tmis, after iliey had lecn the ule that was made 
ij' Ibem i and, as far as i could jndge, ihi'y con- 
"evwl to Ihiin a belter idea nf the greatriefs of 
mW natioin, than all the other iinvcltiea put lo-

In the niornmg of tlie. I81I1, Mr. Anderfott, 
nyfelf, mid Omai, went again with Oloo to 
Dparre, and took wllli ut the (lieep which I in- 
Ernded tn leave upon the illaiid, tonlifiing of ali 
tenglilh ram and ewe, and three Cape pwea, all 
vhich 1 gnve to Oloo. 

Ai^er dining wiih Otoo, we retiirned to Mfl- 
btrai. lcavir,g liim at Oparre. This dnv, and alfo 
the lyih. we were very fpnringly fupplied with 
fruit. OtfM) licnrine; of this, he and his brother, 
who hod ait3t:brd hinifelf to Captain Clfrke, 
EBine ftom Opan-e, between nine tind ten o'tloofc 
iu ihe evening, with a larj;e fupply for boih 
Dtip*.

He alfo repotted that he 
4ad attempted to laud in .inother place, bnt was 
prevenied by l!ie natives, who, coming down to 
the boats in great numbers, attempted to lake 
>way ihe oar«, mnikets, and in lliort, evei7 iliing 
that they could lay hold ufi aud pn.flVd To thick 
upon him, that he was obliged to fire, by uhich 
one man was killed. But this unhappy circum- 
stance I did not linnw til! after we had left the 
illiind ; Iv that all my iticalureii were dire^ed ^s 
it Ooihitig of the kind had happened.

So fond arc they nf 
Ihcfe difguifes, that I have fcen one of ihera put 
kis head into a tin keitJe he had got from us, for 
want of another fori of malk, \Vhether they ufc 
thefe extravagant niafqiieradc ornaraeiita on any 
pnicuiar religious occafion or diverfion, or whe- 
ther they be put on to intimidate ihcir enemies 
ifhcn thev gn In battle, by their mouflrous ap- 
pearance, or as decoys when lliey go to hunt aiii- 
juals. U uiicprlain. 

Though there be but loo touch reafon, from 
their bringing to fale human /kiills and bones, to 
infer th.^t they treat their enemies with a dcgrei; 
of brutal cruelty, this clrcumltnuce rather marks 
igenera! agreement of ch=ii*after with tliat of al- 
mtilicverv tribe of uncivilized men, in every age, 
HttI in every part of the giobe, than that they are 
to be reproarlied with ;iny charge of peculiar iu- 
fciimaniiv. They fccm 10 be a docile, courteous, 
gwd-natured people. ■ 

When dilpleafed, they are exceedingly violent} 
b&t they ate foon paoified. Their curiofity ap- . 
p3fs, ill fome menfurc, to lie dormant. For few I 
ttprclfcd any tlcllre to fee or examine things 
*Wly unknown In them ; and which, to tbofe !

Their weapons are bows and arrows 
fjicars, ilion ironcheons of" bone, I'onicwbai lil 
the patoo paiou of New Zealaoil, and a Tini 
jiickaxe. uoi uulilvc the common American I 
tuahawk. The lomaiiawk U a Itoae fix or ae 
inches long, pointed at nne rud, and the Ma 
pad 6xcd into a handle of wood ; wliicli rcfen 
bles tb^ head and neck of the humnn 
and tlic llonc is h\ed in lUe motilb, fo 
prcfent nn enormoully large lungtic.

Wc touid obffrve tliat there are fucU men as 
dijefsj who are difiinguifliid by the name or 
tille ot' Acweek, and to whom the olhers are, ii) 
feme raealiire, fubordinale, But I ihuuld guuis 
the auiJi^ji-iiy of caeli ul ilii-le great men e.\tcBds 
BO farther than the family to which he belongs, 
irid whu own him an tlieir head. 'Ihefe Acweeki 
wetE not always eldurly nienj from which I cou- 
dnded, that tliia title came to them by inhtrit- 
lace. 

Their language is by no means harlhordif- 
Ifreealile, I'arihir th.iii proCL'Cili from their ufiag 
the k and h with niiirc force, or pronouncing 
lliein with lefs fol'intls, th.in we do. They have 
6ne ioiiud, which is very tre^uent, and not nfed 
by us. It i'i funned in a pyrticular manner, by 
eiafliing their tongue partly againft the roof of 
the uiiiiuh. It is dilficuh lu riprcfeiit this found 
by any eonipofaion of onr letters, ttnlefs from 
lutbl : it is generally nfed as a termination.

It moderate, and that it miglit be fotiie time 
e an opportunity offered to gel higher up, I 
to a relbhition to heel the llijp where wc 
In heaving the anchor out of the boat, 
of (he feameii, either through ignorance or 
"nefs, or both, was carried overboard by 
bnoy-ropc, and followed the anchor to the 
lotiom. It is remarkable, that in this very cri- 
tivol fiuiation, he had prefeoce of mind to difen- 
S»ge himl'elf, and come up to the lurface of ihe 
*aler, where he was taken up, with one of hit 
Itp fraSured in a dangerous manner. 

The leak being flopped, w hieh was found to 
f« ii: the ieams, at four o'clock in the morning 
of the I7lh, we weighed and fleered to Ihe norlh- 
ntlhcard, with a iight breeze at eaft norlh-eatl ; 
ttiiiikiog, if there (lioii)d be any paflage to the 
Wrih through this inlet, that it muft be in that 
^ireflion. Wc weie now upward of five hiin- 
<irrj.i and twenty leagues to the weftward of any 
PJH of Hiidluifa biiy. 

Next niotning, at three o'clock we weighed, 
fit);!, witli a gcmle lirceae at north, proceeded to 
tiie fouthward down the inlet, and met with the 
fame broken gronnd as on the precedvvv^ Oa-j.

Eariy next morning, being the lit of June, the 
aalier returned and reporled that he found the 
ulcC, or raihcr river, contrafled to the breadth of 
in<^ icagup, by low land on cadi fide, through 
fhich it took a noriherly direttion, He pro- 
wrdcd three leagues through this narrow pnrt, 
cbicb he fuund navigable for the largeft ihijis, 
^'bile the ebb or Itream ran down, the water 
Vi9 pcrfeflly frelh; biu, afler the flood made, it 
Kcame brackilh ; and towards high-water, very 
nucb fo, even as high upas we went. 

All hopes of finding a paHage were now given 
ip.

In tlif- morning of the \Oih, we found our- 
ives nearer the land than we expeSed. Here, 
eiween two points, tlje coail: forms a b;iy, in 
HOC parts of which rhe liind was hardly vKible 
rum t lie mallbead.

' thcfe feas. This circiiralLiiiee was the mor* 
ftrefling, as it fometiines obliged U5 to luvc rc« 
lurfe to a£ts of feveriiy, which we fliould wilU 
Igly have avoided, if the ncceflit)' of the cal« 
id not abfolutely called for lliem. 
On Ibe 28th, Capiaiii Gierke, whofc ill health 
mfined liim, for the moll part, on board, paid 
Errceoboo his firft vilit, at his hut on Qiore. He 
a* received with the lame formalities as were 
ilcrved willi Captain Cook; and, on his com- 
ig away, tliough the vifit was quite unexpefted* 
) recclveJ a prefent of thirty large hogs, and as 
ilch fruit aud roots as his crew could confume 
a week.

Several of the natives w'cre fhot, in making 
their cfcape from the flamis ; and ourpccple ciit 
off the heiid* of two of thrm, and brf'ghi them 
on board. The fate of onr poor iU;>n<ier wit 
much lamented by us all. As he war. comiuj l» 
the well for water, he wa? ilioi at by one of ibe 
mnrines. The ball flruck his c-libalTi, which lie 
immediately threw from him and tied. He n-u 
piirfued into one of the cnves I hsvc I"

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Bderable tiiue, he cupircd covered witli 

en after the village was deftroyed, we Taw 
ing down the hilt, ^i man, attended by fifieeii 
weiity boys, holding pieces of white cloth, 
II boiighe, plantnins, kc. in their hands. As 
apprijached nearer, it was found to be our 
b titecraed friend. Kalreekeea, who Lad fled 
iLir firft felting fire to the village, and had 
returned, and defired to be fent on board the 
luiion. 

'hen he arrived, we found him exceedingly 
nd Ihonghiful. We endeavoured to make 
derftaiid the necefliiy we were under of 
fire to the vilhge, by which his boufe, 
thofe of his brethren, were vin intentionally 
limed. He ex pod nl a ted a little with us on 
vant of fri6iidi]il|), and t>n our ingrstitmle. 
, indeed, it was iini till now that we leatnt 
vhole extent of the injury we had done them,

rom what continent they originally eoiigrat- 
md by what fteps tliey have fpread throngh 
lit a (pace, ihnfe who are curious in difquiii- 
( of tliis nature, may perhaps not find it very 
;ull to conjednre. It ha- bi '?n rtlieady ob- 
sd, that the}- bear Itrong marks of affinity to 
! of the Indian tribes that inhabit t!ie La- 
os and Caroline Iflaiidii ; and the fame afB- 
may again be traced amongft the Batcas and 
Vlfilays. When ihefe events happened, ia not 
ify to afceriain ; it w-.js probably not very 
f, 1)6 ihcy arc, extremely populous, and have 
aditioti of their own origin, but what isper- 
f fabulous. 

le natives of thefe iflands are in general, 
e the middle fixe, ^md well made. Their 
ilcxion is rather darker than thai of the Ota- 
am, and they are not altogc'lher fo handfome 
pie. However, many of both fexes had fine

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gaging. Their hair h of a brownifti Hnfk, in 
neither uniformly firaigbt, like ih.ft of ihc In^i-l 
BBS of America, nor unifotnilv curling, ni amnnj*!

like ihe hair of Europeans. 

The lame fuperiority ibit Is obfervabic in (t«] 
perfons of the eareet, through all ihe oihai 
iflands, is found a!fo here. Thofc w bom v t U*] 
were, without enceplion, perfctitlj n-ctl finmedi 
whereas the lower ibrt, brfkies ihtir gcnersl in* 
ferioriiy, are fubjefl to all the variciy of matoj 
and 6gure that is feen in the populace of othsl 
eouniiies. 

They feem to have few native difcsfe5 an 
fbem i but niany of the earees foft'er drr.id 
from ili^ immodernle ufe of the aia. Tli«e( 
fonicihing very fingubr in the hiHoiy oi iW 
peinlcioii^ dtug. liVhen Captain Conk lirfi fiitA 
ed the Society jUands, it was very little kr 
among them.

'hey appear to live in the utnioft harmony and 
rieiidfliip with one another. The women, who 
lad children, were remarkable for their tender 
ad CDiiIiiuit atteniion lo iliem ; and the mea 
fould oflim lend iheir aliiftancc in thclc domef- 
ic ofRee'!, with ;i wiUingiiefa that does credit to 
tieir feelings. 

' The inhabitants of thefe illands differ from 
hofe of the Friendly Illea, in fuffering, almoft 
inivcrfally, their beard.i to grow. I'here were 
udecd a few, amongrt whom was the old king, 
hat cut it off entirely, and others tliat wore it 
i|ily upon the upper lip. The fame variety, la 
he manner of wearing the hair, is alfo ob- 
en-able here, as among the otiier iflanders of 
he South Sea ; belidea which, they have a fa- 
hioii, as far ns wc know, peculiar to Ihcmfelves. 
['hey cut it dole on each tide of the head down 
u ihe cars. 

Both fuxes wear necklaces made of ftrings of

Tlie lirlt are the earees, 
r chiefs, of each diltrift ; one of whom is I'upc- 
ior to the reft, and is called at Owhyhee earec- 
liboo, and earee-moee. By the lirlt of ihele 
fordi they exprcl'i his abfoiule authority; and 
nd by the lailcr, all are obliged lo prnftrate 
hciiife!ves(orpiit tlieiiilel ves iollc-cp,asihe word 
Ignilies) iu his pretence. The fecund clafs are 
fofe who appear to enjoy a right of property, 
lithout authority.

On the 12th, the wind com? gra<JuaIly roiisl 
to ibe call, and increuled to a Itroiig gale. £va | 
fince we left the Sandwitb Ifl^ndls wc bad 1 
incommoded hv a Icakt which made twelte is 
of water every hour; but as wc had alwajt I 
able to keep it under with tliehaii<l-pimip«, it] 
us no great uneafinefi, tUI the llttb, when we ir 
greatly al:irmed hy a fuddcn liinndalion thali 
liigi'd ihe whole fpacc between dceki.

iill entertained, relative to this pretended difco 
'ery. After Handing off and on, the whole of 
his day. without feeiiig any thing of the lynd, 
ve again fieercd to the northward, not ihinkiii 
t worth our while to" lofe time in fearch of an 
ilijefi, the opinion of whofe esiftence bad been 
liready pretty generally exploded. 

The fuddeii alteratiun from the fultry heat 
rhieh we felt tile beginning of thismoalh, to the 
Xireme cold which wc now experienced, wa* 
Ucnded with great inconvenience Co us. 

On the 2lft, we faw a whale and a land-bird; 
ind in the afternoon, the water Iwiking muddy, 
« founded, but got no ground with a bundled 
ud forty fathoms of line. During the thrpe 
receding days we faw large flocks of wiid-fow|, 
fa fpccics rcfembling duclM. This is ufuall/ 
nnfidered an a proof ot the vicinity of land ; but 
re had no other figns of it fjnce the iSth, in 
liidi lime we had run upwards of a hundred and

The wind continued blowing vfty {iraar | 
the nonh-eaft, with thick hazy wratJier jnd 1 
from the 24th till the 28ih.

Being now enahled (o ConVCTfc with the Bof- 
fians, hj- tiie aid nf our intcrpitlcr. our firft eo- 
quiries were direfted lo the mcan^ cf pTixariog 
a I'upply of ficih provifions and naval (iomt 
from the want of which we had bcpn for fome 
time in great di(trefs. On enquiiT'. it nppratrd 
Ihat the whole Hock of live caltJe. which the 
country about the bay could fumiih, niumintBl 
only to two heifers i and thefe the fcrgeant Vety 
readily promiled to procure us. Our applicatioat 
were next made to the merchant, but wr foaod 
the terms, upon which he offered to ferve w, (o 
e.iorbii.ini, that Captain Gierke tliouirht it oe- 
ceirnry to fend an officer to vlfit the commxader 
at BolehereHk, and lo enquire into the pric« of 
ftorei ^t that place.

with two CotTacks, and were provided by our 
condiiflors with warm furred clotliing; a pre- 
caution which we foon found vtiy nctellary, as 
,il began to fnow briikly joll after wc ft-t out. 

On the morning of (be fecond day, wc were 
met by the Toion, or CliJef of Karaichin, who 
had been apprized of our coming, and had pro- 
vided canoes that were lighter, and better con- 
trived for navigating ibe higlier parts of the ri- 
ver Awallka. We now went on very r.ipidly, tho 
loion's people being both (lout and frelli, and 
remarkable for their csperincfs in this bufinefs. 
At tin we got to the oftrog, the leal of his com- 
mand, where we were received at the water-fido 
by the Kamifchadale men and women, and fomc 
Kiiirian fervants belonging lo Pedolilfch, who 
were employed in malii])g canoes. They were all 
drefl'ed out iu their bell clothes. 
. This (lilrog was pleal'antly fituated by the Cde 
of the river. We weic condnfled to jhe dwell- 
ing ol' the toion, who was a plain decent man, 
born of a Rtiflian woman by a K.imtfchnd.ile fa- 
ther. His houfe, like all liie reft in this coun- 
try, was diviiied into two apartments. A long 
narrow table, with a bench round it, was all the 
furniture we faw in the onier; and the houfc- 
Iiold ftiilf of the inner, which was ihe kiicheu, 
was nut lei's iinipie and fcanly. But the kind 
attention of our hort, and the hearty welcome 
we received, more than fompeufatcd for t!ic po- 
icrty of his lodging'*.

At day-light, on the I3tb, wc fottnd wc hai 
got clear of the mountains, and were cnieriaj 
a low, e^ienfii-e plain, covered witb ihmbbf 
trees. About nine in the tbrrnoon we arri»pi 
at an oftr-og, called Opaicdin, whicli in crmipuioi 
to be liftv miles from Natcbeekin, and i* octrlr 
of the fame (1/c as Karatchio, W'c ibnnd hcrw ■ 
ferjjeant wiiii four Riillian Ibldirrr*, who had 
been two dnvs wailing for our arrival j and via 
immediately dif'patrhed a light boat lo Balcbe- 
rcllk with inlclli^eiice of our spproach. Tba 
remainder of oar paifage was perrormnl with 
great facility and expiKtition, the river growing 
taovp. rapid 3i we dtifcendod, and left obOiadad 
by fiio.iH.

Below the town, the rivet is from 
IX to eight feet deep, and about a quarter of a 
pile broad. There is no corn, of any fpecies, 
lultivated in this part of the country j and Major

Pg of three rooms of a coniiderable fiie, neatly 
percd, and which might have been reckoned 
i.ndfome, if tiie talc, with which the window's 
Ere covered, had not given them a poor and 
fagreeable appearance. The inhabitants, taken 
I together, amount to between five and flu 
Eindrcd. 
The next morning we applied privately to the 
erchaut Fcdofitlch, to purchafo fome tobacco 
r the fjilors, who had been upward of a twelve- 
Booth wtihnut this favourite commodity.

We diiird this day with Ci»pta'm SbmaleS', mil 
in the afternoon, in order to vary one ianSf 
ments, be treated us with an exhibition of Ibe 
ItuUian and Kamtlcbadale dancing. No ddrrip* 
tion can convey an adequate idea of tliin ruda 
and uncouth entertaiomeat. The figure o( Uitt 
Rullinn dance was much like thofe of uur hum' 
pipes, and was performed either hngle, or b 
two or four perfons at a time, 'I'hcir fleps w 
Jhort and quick, with the feet fcarcc rnifrd fi 
the ground. But if the Ruffian daaee w.n ridi 
culous, the Kamtfcbadale wa§ the raoll whinfr 
efll idea (hat Civer entfred into any prnpir' 
heads. It is intrnded lo reprclent ib<: awhwir 
and clumfy gcftorcs of Ihe brar.

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our journey to EolchcreHl: had taken up 
lore time than we espeiled, anil were told 
lai our return might proie Itill more difficult 
d tedious, we were under the nrccflitj' of ac- 
ainliug the commander this evening, with our 
tention of letting out the r.ext day. We were 
loft agreeably fiirpriled, when the major told 
s, that if we could Itay one day longer, he 
'ould accompany us; as he llioitld feel great 
leafure in returning wiili uh lo St, Peter and 
L Paul's, that he might himfelf be a witnefs of 
fery thing done for us, that it was in their 
Bwer to do. 

We afterwards dined wllh the commander^. 
'ho, in order to let ns fee as much of the man- 
Ers of the inhabitants, and of the cuftoms of 
le country, as our time would permit, invited 
le whole of the better fort of people in the vil- 
ige to his houfe this evening. All llie women 
tpeated very Iplendidly drrtfed, alier the Kamt- 
:liada)e falhion. The whole was like feme ea- 
lariied fcene in the niidft of the wildell and 
loft dreary country in the world. Our enter- 
ijnnient again eoidiftcd of dancing and finging. 
The next morning, being fixed for our depart- 
ce, we retired early to our lodgings, where the 
rft things we faw were three travelling drelTes, 
lade after itie f:ifhion of the country, wliirh ihe 
lajor had provided for us. Indeed, what with 
:■ liberal prefcnts, and the kindnels of Captain 
unalelT, anil many other individual', wlio all 
!gged to tiirow iii their mite, logelhei" w ith ihe 
nple Itnck of provilions he had lent n<! for one 
wmev, we had anialleil no mcyui'via^'iW^'t"^'^'*-^ 
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Daring ihe coarte of o« joarOKT, we 
nceh pleafed vhh die gmt goM-wiU 
which the lolons. and tbcJr KanitfdudiileiJ 
forded us their nififtantre at ihe difftrpnt of 
tliroiigh ■which we piffed; and I could not' 
obferve the pical'ure that appeared in ilicir< 
leivinec?, on feeing the major, and tbcir ( 
exprelTiotis of farrow, oa heariog be vru fo ftM 
going lo leave them.

When Major Behm arrived, he was fainted | 
with thirteen guns, and received with trtaj , 
other mark of dilfindion that it was in ODt] 
power (o pay him.

Before day-light, on the 15th, we were fur-' 
priled with a rumbling noife, refembling diflaut 
hollow thunder ; and when the day broke, we' 
found the decks and lides of the lliips covered 
with a fine dull like emery, ncnr an inch thick. 
The air at the lame time continued loadrd and 
darkened with this fiibftance; and, toward rhe 
Tolcano moonlain, fituated to the north of the 

irbour, it was fo thick and black, that we conld 
dillinguifli the body nt" the hill, Alongwith 

c cinders fell fcvRriil fmal! finnes, which had 
Undergfiiic no change from the sdlion of lire. ■ In 
the evening we had dreadful thunder and light- 
ning, which, with the darknefi of the atmof- 
pherc, and the fulphureous Imell of the air, [jro- 
diiced altogether, a moft awful and terrifying ef- 
fcft. Wc were at this time about eight leagues 
from the foot of the mountain. 

The afpeft of the country was now very differ- 
ent from what it had been on t.ar firit arrival.

ed, that there was no opening left, bui u- hit 
fouihj to which quarter we aci'ortiingly dirtdrf 
our courl'e, returning through a remar! 
finooth waler. We were never able lo pea 
farther nnrth th:iTi at this time, and lhi« wu 
leagues ihort of the point to which we adv 
lafl fealbn. 

In the afternoon wc few two while h*afi m 
the water, to which we iiuincdi.ile))- R;r 
in the jolly boat, and had tiie good fi ; 
kill them both. Tiie larger, which ptut>aU> 
the dam of the younger, bcin^ lliot tint. 
other would not quit il, though it might 
liave eicaped on the ice while ihc men wet*] 
loading, but remained fwJniming about, till, sF* 
ter being fired ugon iVveral times, it was fli9t 
dead.

Thel'e animals afforded us a few exciJIeat 
meals of frelh meat.

ihc fciences or polite arts. They confefa that 
they owe to them all their Ikill, both in phyljc 
and forgery 1 that, by remarking with what 
herbs thefe animals rub the wotinds they have 
received, and what they have recourle to, when 
fick and langnid, they have become acqiiainlcd 
villi moft of the fimples in ufe among (hem, 
cither in the way of internal medicine, or exter- 
na! application ; tliev acknowledge the bears 
likewife for their dancing mailers. Indeed the 
evidence of one's fenfes puts this out of difpute j 
for the hear-dance of the Kamlfchadales is an 
txa& counterpart of every attitnde and gcRure 
pecuhar to this animal, through ilsvarions func- 
tions; and this is the foundation and ground- 
work of all their other dances, and what thejr 
value tliemfclve^moU upon. 

No occurrence worth mentioning took place 
itill the 30th, when Captain Gore went to Para- 
iouiica, to put up, in the church there, an efcut- 
cheon, prepared by Mr. Webber, with an in- 
scription upon il, letting forth Captain Clarke's 
age and rank, and the objeft of ihe expedition 
in which he was engaged al the lime of his de- 
ccafe.

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The red riches of liiis couiHry muff always 
eoofiftin the number of wild animals it produces; 
mij no labour can ever be turned to lb gooU an 
account, as what is employed upon their furri- 
eries. Their animals are the common fox ; the 
ttoat, or ermiue; the zebiline or fable ; the ifa- 
tis, or arftic fox ; the varying hare ; the nioun- 
taio rat, orearleft marmot; the wenfel ; the glut- 
ton, or wolverene; the argali, or wild Iheep; 
Tein-deeri bears; wolves; dogs. 

The Rutlian government, eftabliflied over this 
country, h mild and equitable, conlidered as a 
military one, in a very high degree. The natives 
are permitted lo chufe their own magi tlratea from 
among themfelves, in the way, and with the 
fame powers, they had ever been iifed. One of 
thefe, under the title of tolon. prefides over each 
oftrog ; is the referree in all differrnces ; imputes 
£nes, anil inliifls punilliment'i for all erimes and 
mifdemeanours; referring to tlie guvernor of 
Kanilfehaika, fuch only as he does not chufe, 
firoii) 'heir intricacy or heinoufnefs. to decide up-, 
on himfelf. The toion has liliewife the appoint- 
ment of a civil officer, called a corporal, who 
alTilis him in the execution of his ofEce, and in 
his ablence afts as his deputy. 

By an edift of the prefent emprefs. no crime 
wbatfoever can be puiiiilied with death. But, 
we were informed, that in cafes of murder, {of 
which there are very few) the puniihment of the 
knoot is adminittered with fuch feverily, that 
the offender for the moft part die* under it,

flood along tliir coall to the fouthward. 

After experiencing very blowing weather and 
advcrle winds, wlbich put us ont of the coiirfS 
originally intended, at day-break of the 2O1I11 
we had ilje plealure of defcrying high land to the 
wcUward, w liidi proved to be Japan. 

Wc Jlood on till nine, when we were within 
two leagues of tlie land, axTd law ihe Imoke ol fc- 
veral towns or villages, and many hotifes near the 
ihnre, in plealanl and cultivated fitnations. 

On (he 2yih, at nine o'clock, the wind ihil'iin^ 
(o the fouthward, and the iky lowering, we tack- 
ed and flood nfl~ to the eaft, and foon after faw a 
ireflcl dole in with the land, ttanUing along the 
fhore to ihe northward; and another in the off- 
ing, coming down on us before the wind. Ob- 
jetts of any kind, belonging to a country fo fa- 
moos, and yet lo little known, it will he eafily 
conceived, mull have excited a general curiofity, 
and accordingly every foul on board was upon 
deck, in an infl.int, to gaze at Ihem. As the velVol 
to windward approached U5, the hauled farlhei-off 
(lioie ; upon which, fearing ibat we Ihould alarm 
llicni by the appearance of a purfuit, we brought 
Ihc rtiips to, and (he palled ahead of us, at the 
diliance of about half a mile.

From the 2^\h of Ofiobcr to the 3ih of No- 
vember, we continued our courfc to ihe fooib- 
eaft, having very unfetlled weather. ntisuM 
with much ligbliiing and rain. On huth dayn «• 
pafl'cd great quantities of pimiiee ll»ne, fcvenl 
pieces of which we took up, and found i" ■" "--^ 
from one ounce to tliree pounds. Wc i\ 
cd that thefe ilones had been thrown iutu ..., ..-

Cajitain Gore now direftcd his conrfe to the

woultl help to Jhorttn his ftay at Macao ; but un- 
fortunately he overiliot iheiu, from an ioaccuraey 
in the chart to which he irufted. 

In the forenoon of the :iy(h, we paiTed feveral 
Chinefe lilhing boats, who eyed us with great iii- 
difFireiice. Being now nearly in the latitude of 
the Lcma lllanJa, wc bore away well: by north, 
and, afiFr running tweiiiy-two miles, faw one of 
llicni nine or ten leagues to the weftward, 

In the morning of the 30th, we ran along the 
Lema liles. At nini^ o'clock, a Chiiiefe boat, 
vvliich had been before with the RefoKition, came 
along-lide, and u anied to put on board us a pilot) 
wliicli, Iiowever, we declined, as it was our buli- 
nefs 10 follow our conl'ort. 

We rejoiced to fee the Refolution foon after 
lire a gun, and hoift her colours as a fignal for a 
pilot, On repealing ilie fignal, we faw an encel- 
lent riicc beiween four Chinelc boaiB ; and Cap- 
tain Gore, having engaged with the man, who 
arrived firfi, to carry the fliip to ihe Typa for 
liiirty dollars, fent me word ibat as we could eafi-

At the fame titne I told them, ihM 
any pSpi^rs, whicli they wcro delirouaiioi tu liiw

The ftjllowingdny, an Englirti 
one of our fettlemcnls in the Eall Inc 
to Caplain Gore for the alfillance of f 
to navigate ■ veficl, he Itad purcliafci 
up to Canton. Captftin Gore judging 
opporiuoity for me to priM*eed lo ihni 
orders that 1 Ihould lake along wl "

Wl 
1 was doubling what mcalures to purfue, 
commanrler of a couniry llilp brought me a 
ter from Captain Gore, in ■which he acquaii 
me that he had engaged him td bring tis di 
Jrom Canloii, and lo deliver the itores we 
u proctired, at his own rilk in the Typa. 
H As Canton was likely lo be the iitofi ailvai 
B geous market ff>r furs, I was defired by Cip 
Gore to carry with nie about twenty fea-ot

mandcrs, and lo djfpofe of them at the befi p 
I could procure ; a commiflion, which gave 
an opportunity of becoming a little aequaii 
with the genius of ihe Chinefe for trade. I

^ with thel'e circomftances, I defired Ihem lo 
■ commt-nd me lo fome Chioefe merchant of 
|P dit, who would offer me a fair price. Hs' 
laiJ my goods before him, he examined il 
jta with great care, and told me that be could 
H venture to offer more than three hundrc:d do!

Baricig my day at Canton, I •vat cairifd bf 
one of ihe Eny;Iiih grnllemeri lo vilit a petfaaof 
the firft tonftqucrn;c in the pluor. Wc wcro re- 
ceived in a long roomer galliiy, at the upper e4 
Qf whieh fiood a table with a large chair hcfaiiid 
it, and a row of chairs extending from ri on Mck 
fide down the room. Being jirevioully intttaftei 
that the point of civility conlillrd in rcmainiitg M 
long unfcated as poliible, 1 readily acqiiillcd m)F- 
fdf of ibis pieec of etiquette j nftcr which wt 
were enlertained with t,ea, and fomc prefcrwA 
and freih fruits. Our hoft was very fjt. uilh I 
heavy dull countenance, and of great gravity i« 
his deportment. He fpoke a lililc t)ro!ieti Iii"g* 
lilh and Porluguefe ; and, after we li;id taken odr 
refrelhmenl, iic carried ua about hit bo'ife »od 
garden, and, having fliewcd us aJl the ittiprote- 
mcnti he wai making, we departed.

At one o'clock the 
n«Kt morning we left Canton, and arrived at 
Macao about the fame hour the day following, 
having p.iired down a channel which lies to the 
weftward of that by which we had come up. 

During mir abfence a brilk trade had been car- 
rying on wiih the Cliinefe for the fea-ot(er (king, 
which had every day been riling in their value. 
One of our feamea ibid his liock alone for eight 
hundred doUar.ii ; and a few prime Ikiiis, which 
■were clean and had been well prcferved, were 
fold for one hundred and twenty each. The 
whole amount of the value in fpecieand goodj 
that wa!i got for the fur? in both thips, I am con- 
fident did not fall ftiort of two ihoufand pounds 
flertingj and it was generally fujipofed that at 
leafi two thirds of the quantity we had original- 
ly got from the Americans were fpoiled and worn 
out, or had been given away and otherwifc Jif- 
pofed of in Kamtfchalka. 

The rage w'lth which onr feamen were pofTeiT- 
ed to rciurn to Cook'5 River, and by another 
cargo of Ikiiis to make their fortunes at one lime, 
wa» not far lliort of mutiny. 

The barter which had been carrying on with 
the Chinefe for onr fca-otter tkins, had produced 
a very whimfica! change in the drefs of all our 
crew. On our arrival here, nothing could exceed 
(he ragged appearance bulh of the younger offi- 
cers and ft-amen ; for as our voyage had already 
exceeded, bv r.ear a twelvemonth, the time it was 
at lirll invi^ined we fliuuld remain at fea, almoft 
the whole of our original ftocV o? ■^\ixa^(.^;^jx 
cJoihes h.id been long wovt\ o«, o^ ij-^^O^";*! ^. 
with fkini, and the various ma.n\\i^&.»\e^ ■*'%SS 
met witJi in the courfe of oui fivicoNWs*

Oil the I'ilh of January, l/SO. at noon, « 
unmtrorei and rc:ilcd the giins, wlucb, on boud 
iny (liij), now ainounied toien; To tbat.byincui 
oi' tour additional ports, we couldj il occaGoQ r^ 
quired, light firveii on a fide. 

We thought il our duty to provide (mrieXrtt 
with thcfe means ofdefencc.thoiigh we Ind fiiMB 
Tea foil to believe, from the puMic print*, lail re- 
ceived at Canton, that the generofily of our ene- 
mies had, in a great mcafure, rendered ihemfa- 
pcrfluotis. As this intelligence was fanbcr eaa- 
firmed hy the private letters of frveral nf thr fu- 
percargoes. Captain Gore thoaglit himself buiiu^ 
ID return for the Ii1>eral exceplions made in oa 
favour, lo refrain from availing bimfelf o( MK 
opportunities of capture, which ihefc might ifr 
ford, and lo preferve tbrougboat liU voyage llw 
fltifleft neutrality. 

At two iu the afternoon, on the I3th, hiWnf 
|ot under fail, the Refolution faluled the ianal 
Macao with eleven guns, which wasicturncilte'ilL 
the fame number. 

In the morning of the 20tb,wc fleered fw Pofa 
Condore; and at half pall twelve wc got tight of 
the ifl:iiid. A^ foctn a^ we were come to arKlior, 
Captain Gore fired a gun, with a view of appriziog 
the natii'en uf our arrival, and drawing tbrm to- 
wards tlif (bore, but without effeft. Fjf!v in lbs 
monil ug I'f ilie 21 rt, parties were feat lo oil wood. 
which was Captain Gore's principal motive &C 
coming hither. 

None of the natives Va\\n%'5(\mi4it*«i\ v^

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and goin fearch of tfiem, Wc procteded through 
a thick wood, up a ftir-ep hill, lo the diliance ol a 
mile, when, after deCccndin^, we arrived at fame 
hots ; I ordered ihe parly la flay withoui, left the 
fight of fo mriijy armed men Ihould terrify ilie 
inhahitanls, whilft I entered and recoii noil red 
aloDC. 1 found in one of (lie huls an elderly 
man, who was in a great frlghf, and preparing to 
make off with the moll vahiahlc elfefts. How- 
ever, a few figns, particularly Lliat muft fignificaiit 
one of holding nut a handfii! of dollars, uud then 
pointing to a herd of butfaloes.and the fuwls that 
were running about the hiUs in great numbers, 
lefi hini withnut any douhls as lo the objeS? pf 

oar vifit. He poinffd tiwiirdsa place where the 

iowii flood, and made us coiii]>relie[]d that, by 
going lliiiher, all our wants would be fupplied. 
He ordered a youns; man to eondufit us to the 
town, as fonii as an obftacle flinuld be rsmoved, 
of which we were not aware. On our lirft cont- 
ing out of ihe wood, a herd of buffaloes, lo the 
number of Iwenty at lea ft, came running towards 
tis, tofling lip their heads, fiiuffing the air, and 
roaring in a hideous manner. 'I'hey had followed 
us to the huts, and liood drawn up in a body at 
slit lie diliance ; and llie old man made us under- 
ftand ihat it would fae exceedingly dangemos Vor 
tis to move till they were driven inio the woods; 
but fo enragf-d were the animals grown at llie 
fight (if us, that this was not etfcftcd without A 
good deal of lime and diffindly. The men not 
being able to acenmplilh it, we were furprjfcd to 
fee rheni call to their afliliance a few little ho.-^^^ 
who I'lian droie them tml ai ft^'n*.- KS.v«:x»;'f-iS^ 
we had occafion to obferve t\v^Vvw &\vn>^\%*' 
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putting a rope tbruugb a hole wtuch b mden 
their noftrils, lUilc bi>ys were alwiiyB ecnplnfC^ 
who could itrukc and hanille tbcm with iiupaoitjr 
at limes when che men diirfi ool apprwiih ttuia. 

We we were now conduftcd lo llie iiiwn, u'hidk 
coni'ilU of between twenty and thirty bouTcSibailt

By means of my money, and pointing at (Tiffi*- 
ent ohjefls in fight, L had no dirfi'-ulty in makimi 
a man, who leeiued to be the principal pittteavt 
the company to v.'hich we were introdiici^d, eem- 
prehcnd the m.iin biiliners of our errand i audi 
as readily iinderliood from hiiia lh.it the chief AT 
captain was abfcnt, but would foon rctnrn; and 
that, uithoiit hi^ cunfenli no purchafcc of iMf 
kind could be made. 

Having at liill procured a fuppty oF bu&loa 
and (ataa fat bog^, on the iSth of Jaiiaary l78Cb 
■vrc unmoored i and, as Atun as wc were clear ■£ 
the hartiour, fleered fonth fouth-wcft. 

On the 2d of February, at eight in Ibe fimnK 
ing, we tried t'ar foundingii, mntiniiing lodoiiit 
fame every hour, till we had paiTed ihc StiBiehU 
of Sunda, and found the bottom with t wenty-uns 
fathoms of line. I 

On the 5th wc approached the coafl of SuoMin. 
The country h I'ovcrud with wood down to the 
welter's tdge, and the lliureit are fo low, that the 
fca OTerflows the land, and wafhes the Irunlu of 
the trees. To thii fist and cairihy (iluatioo of

In tbc nwirning of tbe fjtii, I received orde' 
ttoni Captain Gore to make lail towards a Dulcft 
ibip, which now hove in ligtit to the I'oulhwardi 
and which we liippoled to he from Hurupc ; and, 
according to tlie nature of the inieliigence wo 
could procure from hf-r, either lo join him at 
Cracatoa, where he inteiuled to flop, for the pur- 
pofc of fupplj-ing ihe Ihips with arrack, or to 
proceed to the foutli-calt tnd of Prince's Ifland, 
and there take in our waler and wiiit for him. 

I accordingly bore down towards the Uutch 
fliip, wbitii Jiaon after came lo an anchor to i!io 
eaftward ; and having got as near her as the tide 
nould permil, we alio dropt anchor. 

Next morning Mr. "Williamfon got on board 
the fliip, and learnt that (he had been feven 
mcntlis irom, Europe, and three from the Cape of 
Cchjd Hope; that, belorc file tailed, France and 
Spain had declared war agniii(l Great Britain; 
and ihat the left Sir Edward Hughes, with a fqna- 
dron of men of war and a deeiof EaiV-lndia Chips 
at the Capei I Immediaicly fent a boat to ac- 
quaint Captain Gore wilhllieinteliigencewehad 
received. 

At three o'c'ocit in the morning of the 12th, 
we flood over for Prince's Ifland, and tame lo an 
anchor within half a mile of the fliorc. Lieute- 
nant Lannyan, who had been here before with 
Capiain Cook in the year IJ'^Oi was fent along 
with ihe malicr to look for the watering-place. 

The ralives, who came to ns foon alter we 
anchored, brought a plenutvX t.\^^\'i >A X'wiS 
fowls.. iTjd tome turtles ; bui.VVcXe.^A'i^*^'^'^ 
part, uere very fmali.

From the time of our entering (h- -r^ 

we began toesperience the powerful' .\At 

peflileotjal climate. Twoofuur people iciiditt* 
geroufly ill of malignant putrid fevers; whieh 
however we prevented from fpreading. by pulling 
the patients apart from ihe teR in tiie mnfi airy 
birlha i and we had the fiiigubr lalisfaftion « 
cfcaping from ihefe fatal fcas, withuut the luCioC 
a liiigle life; probably owing lo the rigunMl 
health of the crews, and tbe firid atlention turn 
become habitual in our men, lo the lalutar^ re- 
gulations introduceiilamongll us by Captain Cook. 

It had hitherto been Captain Gore** inicutioo 
to proceed direflly to St, Helena, wiihoai ftojH 
ping at the Cape, but the ruJder of tJ»e llelbta- 
tioR having been reported to be in ^ (langrrput 
ftate, he refolved lo fteer immediately Im tka 
Cape, as the moli eligible place both for the inco- 
verj- of the lick, and for the repair of the nuUrr. 

In the forenoon of the lOth of April, a int/w 

was fecn bearing down to iis, which proved lobe 

an Englilh Eaft-India packet, that hjJ left Table 

Bay three days before, and wii« iiruifmi^ vtiibot* 

. dcri for the China fleet, ami othtr India ihipj.

Mr. Braadt, the governor of this place, came

I peared ruuch furprifed to fee our crew in fo lu'al- 

' thy a oiiuliiion, as the Diitcli Ihip, thai had left 

Macao on our arrival there, and had touched at 

I the Cape fome time before, reported that we were 

j in a moll wretched rtate, having only foutteeii 

hands left on board the Eelolmioii, and feven on 

board the Dlfcovery. It is not eLify to conceive 

the motive thefe people could have had for i>ro- 

pagating fo wnnton and malicious a falfehood. 

On the 15th, I accompanied Captain Gore to 
Cape Town ; and the next morning we wailed 
on Baron Plelenberg, ihe governor, by whom we 
were received with every pollible attention ;ind 
civility. Both he and Mr, Brandt Iwd coriceivcd 
a great prrfonal affection fur C.iplain Cook, as 
well as the higheft admiraiion of his character, 
and heard the recital of his mi'ifortune with many 
expreJlion.s of unaffcfled forrow. 

Dnring our fiayat the Cape we met with every 
iproof of the mod friendly difpofiiion towards us, 
[both in the governor and principal perfons of the 
[place, fis well Africans as European*. 
I Having completed our vifliialling, and furnifli- 
leii Durfelves with the neceffjrv fupply of naval 
'ilores, we failed out of the hay on the yih of M.iv, 
■ On ihe 12th of June, we paiTi-d the equator lor 
the founii time during this vojage. 

On the l^lh of Auguft, we m;iile the wellern 
<coaft of Ireland ; and, after a friiiilels attempt to 
get into Port G.ilway, from \vLet\cc \^. -ks-sCs^-

lifr, left a name covered with honour and rc- 
icmbered with renrcc. He was the fourth fon of 
e Dean of Kapboe in Irelaod; but of an Eng- 
ilh fnmilv. 

Havingcometoaconclufionof the voyages, in 
which the genius iind t'.ileiits of that great navi- 
gator. Captain Cook, are fo p re-em i neatly dif- 
y»layed, we cannot omit the opportunity of gra- 
pilying a propenfity wliich our readers rauft 
fnaturally feel, of being made acquainted witli 
what family he left behind him, and how the 
dit'penfaiions of Pravjileiice may have difpofed 
ifthemj but i[i doing this, Ibriy are we to fay, 
that we impofe on ourfelvts a very painful duly. 
For we are unfortunately compelled to relata a 
ale of woe, melancholy aod diftrefling in tho ml- • 
txeme. 

When he fet out on hii laft voyage. Captain 
Cook's family confifled of his wife and three Tons, 
the fecond of whom was loft on board the Thun- 
derer man of war, about fix months after ihe un- 
fortunate deaih of his father. The eldeft fon, 
who was appointed matter and commander of the 
Spitfire Hoop of war, while fte lay oft" Pool, wait- 
ing for hands, in attempting to get on board, was 
driven to fea in a boat, during the night, in a 
heavy gale of wind, and he and every perlbn in 
the boat perithed. But what con filer ably ag- 
gravates tills misfortune is. as was ai'ierwards dif- 
clofed by one of the failors on board the veflel, 
that, in their diflrefs, (hey were mft by a trve- 
nue cutter, the hands of which threw ihcm a 
rope, and lay to, till they could b^le their boat, 
or the fory of the winA ft\o\i\i ctJ.'if^. '^ni.v^S*.
